The multiplicatiuD of combines and 
trusts in Kentucky aad tha faeoat in- 
dictments against insurance compan- 
ies have led to inquiriee into the anti~ 
trust legislation in this State. Sec- 
lion 3,915 ot tha Kentucky statutes 
aeem to eovar tha matter: 

This law waa enacted May 20, 
1890, and ia to the effect that any cor- 
poration under the hiws of this State, 
or any other State or country, for 
transacting business in Kentucky, or 
any partnership, company, firm or 
individual that shall create, eetabliab, 
organise or enter into or become pan y 
to or intaraated ia any pool, trust, 
combine, agreement, confederation (r 
undeistanding with any other tirm, 
corporatloaa^ ate., for tha parpoaa of 
regulating, controlling or fixing the 
price ot merchandise, manufactured 
artielaa or property of aay kind, or 
shall enter into or l>ec(ime interp«ted 
iu any pool, agreement, combination 
having for its purpose the ixiag of or 
in any way limiting the amount or 
quality of property, commo<iiiy or 
merchandise tu he produced, manu- 
facturrd, mined, bought or sold, »ball 
be deemed guilty of the crime ot con- 
si>iracy, and akall ba paaishad aecord 
agly. 

A subseqaant saetioa flzcs the pun- 
ishment of such oflendtrs at a fine of 
not less thaa 1600 nor more than 
85,000. Oaatraala to pay for goods 
purchased from firms in combinaticn 
are als<> declared null and void and 
tha Btata rabaan all partiaa flrom any 
liability to comply with such roa- 
tracts. It is also provided that any 
company, firm, eta, convicted ot en- 
tering into a pool as providod l^^st 
shall forfeit its charter. 

Section 3,920 states that it shall be 
the duty of Circuit Jadgea and other 
Judges of similar jarisdietion in thrs 
State to give tbe provisions of act 
3,916 in obarga to grand jnrias at aaeh 
term of their eonrts. ' llia-nav Cba- 
stitutiou makes special provision 
against the formation of railroad 
traslateassatian prohibiting nader 
heavy penalty any combination ot 
competing and parrallel linee passing 
thMMh *• aiila.'
